Following is an outline of the sermon: 


Refuge of Lies. 
“The hail shall sw'eep aw’ay the re­ 
fuge of lies.’’—Is. 28:17. 
Every man needs a refuge. 
Every 
one of us needs a refuge from four 
things—the accusations of oii^ owm 
conscience, the pow'er of sin, the dis­ 
pleasure of God and the wrath to 
come. 
Almost every man has some­ 
thing tha t he is trusting in as 
a re­ 
fuge. 
The troub le is not that men 
have no refuge, hut that they have a 
false one, that the coming hail will 
sw'eep aw’ay. 
Is your refuge a true 
one or a false one? 
Is it a refuge 
that will stand the test of the hour 
that is coming, or is it a refuge that 
will go dow’n in the day of storm? 
Can w’e tell? 
W e can with ab solute 
certainty. 
There are four common sense tests 
that yon can apply to every hope, that 
will show' clearly whether 
iz is a 
true hope or a refuge of lies. 
These 
four tests are: 
First, a true refuge 
must b e one that meets the highest 
demands of our own conscience 
In 
the second piace, it must he one to 
trust in whicii is making you a b etter 
man. in the third place it must stand 
the test of the dying hour. 
Fourth, it 
must b e a refuge that will stand the 
test of the judgment day. 
Now I am going to apply these four 
tests to some of the refuge of lies in 
which men are trusting today.

first refuge of lies is trust in our own

Charles Stelzle, superintendent of the 
department, made the following an­ 
nouncement as to the purposes of the 
gathering: 
“It has frequpntly b een said that 
the Presb y terian church has no great 
leaders in social reform. 
Tt may b e 
true that the Presb y terian church has 
])een l)usy ab out other matters which 
se(*med 
m o re preesing at particular 
periods in its history , b ut the Pres­ 
b y terian church, as compared with 
otlier denominations, has undoub tedly 
done its part in the task of securing 
so(‘ial justice. 
However, there is a 
growing social spirit in the Presb y terr 
ian church to which there has not 
b een given a chance for definite ex­ 
pression. Quite a numb er of our lead­ 
ing ministers have suggested from 
time to time that those who b eliev'e 
in the social mission of the church 
should get toirc'ther for a fran<v dis­ 
cussion of the prob lem, so that we 
may come to some agreement as to 
the policy of our church with regard j 
to these matters. 
The department of . 
church and lab or has, therefoi’e, as- 
sued the responsib ility of calling this 
conference, and it is earnestly hoped 
that the interest manifested in New 
York will justify the calling of other 
conferences in the middle west and 
on the Pacific coast.
